1)  First  of  all,  we  have  a local  Verizon  Emergency  Response  Team  (VCRT)  and  that  can  help 
with  coverage  and  additional  devices  at  sites  where  you  will  have  a large  concentration  of 
personnel,  a command  post  if  you  will.  There  is  an  800#  on  the  attached  flyer  that  goes  to  a 
local  team  here  in  Colorado  that  can  help  with  that.  This  service  is  provided  at  no  charge  to 
the  Federal  Government. 

2)  Secondly,  EPA  will  want  to  be  monitoring  the  site  and  EPA  has  been  using  cradlepoint 
routers/modems  along  with  monitoring  devices  to  test  air,  water,  and  soil  in  other  areas  with 
these  HazMat  sites  around  the  country.  Let  me  know  if  you  need  more  information  on  that  and 
we  can  get  that  from  our  national  team  and  your  HQ.
